The  basic  objective  of  the  Baptist  Student  Union  is  to  lead  each 
person  of  the  academic  community  into  a  maturing  Christian  experi- 
ence. To  achieve  this  objective,  the  Tech  BSU  develops  a  concern 
for  evangelism  and  missions  to  build  a  stronger  personal  spiritual 
life,  to  train  the  members  of  the  collegiate  community  for  Christian 
leadership,  and  to  provide  opportunities  for  Christian  fellowship 
and  recreation. 

Among  the  many  activities  designed  to  accomplish  this  objective 
are  a  pre-school  retreat,  daily  chapel  services,  Bible  study,  lecture 
series.  Young  Women's  Auxiliary,  Christian  student  leadership  week 
and  recreational  activities  including  parties  and  banquets. 

Tech  BSU  participates  in  state-wide  activities  including  a  fall  con- 
vention, a  spring  assembly  and  several  choir  tours.  George  Haile,  a 
former  Tech  student,  serves  as  fulltime  director  of  the  BSU.

Brunei's  best  performance  came  against  Lamar  Tech 
where  he  rushed  for  224  yards.  Reeves  broke  the  school 
record  for  punt  returns,  and  Spinks  erased  two  club  marks 
— passes  caught  and  most  yards  receiving.

Louisiana  Tech  finished  the  1967-68  cage  campaign  with  a  16-9 
record  in  what  Coach  Scotty  Robertson  termed  a  rebuilding  year 
after  winning  the  Gulf  States  Conference  title  in  the  previous 
season.  The  Bulldogs  tied  Northwestern  for  3rd  in  the  league  race 
with  a  6-6  record.  The  club  reeled  off  six  straight  wins  after  an 
opening  loss,  but  fell  into  a  slump  and  lost  5  of  the  next  8.  The 
Canines  ended  the  season  by  beating  arch-rivals  Northeast,  Cen- 
tenary and  Louisiana  College. 

Senior  forward  and  co-captain  Malcolm  Smith  was  the  leading 
scorer  with  a  16.6  average  with  7-foot  sophomore  Charlie  Bishop 
right  behind  at  16.4.  Senior  guard  Jim  Pruett,  who  missed  several 
games  with  a  broken  hand,  averaged  11.6  and  frosh  guard  George 
Corley  hit  11.3  points  per  game. 

Other  scoring  averages  for  the  team  included  sophomore  guard 
Wayne  Smith  17.3),  soph  forward  Bud  Dean  (5.7),  senior  co- 
captain  Tommy  Gregory  (5.5)  and  soph  forward  Mike  Durham

Hinton  closed  out  his  illustrious  26-year  career  with  a  319-185 
won-lost  record  and  .633  percentage. 

The  Bulldogs  finished  the  1967  campaign  with  an  18-18  mark, 
10-10  on  the  road  and  8-8  on  the  home  diamond. 

Third  baseman  Bill  Duncan  and  catcher-outfielder  Robert  Marrus 
earned  all-Gulf  States  Conference  honors  for  the  Canines. 

Marrus  led  the  team  in  hitting  with  a  .348  average,  while  Duncan 
again  proved  to  be  the  best  fielding  third  sacker  in  the  loop. 

Outfielders  J.  B.  Martin  and  Ed  Watson  were  other  Techsters  hit- 
ting .300  or  better,  Martin  batting  .327  and  Watson  .317. 

Seven  pitchers  had  earned  run  averages  under  3.00,  with  Reggie 
Cassibry  topping  the  regulars  with  a  1.88  mark.  Clyde  Moore  had 
a  perfect  0.00  ERA,  but  hurled  only  one  frame.  Others  with  sub-3.00 
earned  run  averages  were  Benny  Prince,  2.03;  Byron  Sprawls,  2.31; 
Ronnie  Bell,  2.42;  Randy  Hay,  2.59;  and  Ed  Walker,  2.78.

Dominated  by  juniors  and  freshmen  and  with  only  two 
seniors  on  the  squad,  Louisiana  Tech  placed  fourth  in  the 
Gulf  States  Conference  meet.  But  the  improved  season  show- 
ing of  the  young  team  earned  Coach  Jim  Mize  a  share  of 
"GSC  Coach  of  the  Year"  honors.

Louisiana  Tech's  cross  country  team  finished  second  in  the  Gulf  States  Conference 
and  participated  in  the  NCAA  College  Division  championships  at  Wheaton,  111., 
during  the  1967  season. 

The  Bulldog  harriers  won  seven  of  nine  dual,  triangular  or  quadrangular  meets 
during  the  season  and  one  of  the  two  losses  came  when  the  top  five  runners  were 
competing  in  the  Wheaton  meet.
